The  first  wltne.s.s,  Sarah  Short,  who 
Is  the  Janitre.ss  at.  tho  bank  at  the 
corner  of  Oak  Bay  Avenue  and  Foul 
Bay  Road,  said  Mr  Peterson  arrived 
at  the  bank  on  Saturday  morning  at 
8:35  o'clock,  which  waf  rather  early 
for  him.  He  proceeded  to  the  teller's 
cage,  and  hung  his  coat  up.  Then  he 
went  across  the  street  to  the  comer 
store  to  see  if  the  mail  had  arrived. 
He  returned  to  the  bank,  but  never 
spoke  to  witness,  who  stated  that  he 
W)ked  cloomy  Wilnes.s  heard  Mr. 
rvterson  go  up.stairs,  and  .shortly 
after  heard  a  noise.  She  went  up- 
stairs and  on  looking  in  a  room  saw 
the  teller  lying  on  the  floor  wtth  a 
wound  in  hia  head.

After  a  short  discussion  with  the 
others,  Oeneral  Nobile  accepted  my 
propoaal  and  aakad  me  to  wait  until 
he  had  time  to  get  ready.

1 !  ''  tent,  which  was  square  and 
abi  ut  three  by  three  meters,  had 
been  ral.sed  amidst  a  inas.s  of  article.s 
of  all  kinds  newspapz-rs.  furs,  ba^.s. 
bits  from  the  Kondola,  maps,  instru- 
ments, broken  pipes  and  a  little  to 
one  side  a  partly  eaten  polar  bear, 
which  Malmgren,  Immediately  be- 
fore his  departure  from  camp,  had 
killed  with  the  jpartgr'a  sole  wsmMm. 
a  pistol.  Thanks  to  this,  the  ma- 
rooned men  had  had  a  dally  dinner 
of  fresh  meat  the  entire  time.  A 
big  water-pool  witfi  brownish  red 
flake.s.  showed  the  exact  spot  where 
the   hz-ar  bad  been  klUad  and 

cleaned. 

I  learned  later  that  the  tents 
present  po.<;ition  was  not  the  orig- 
inal one.

On  a 
great  cloth  In  the  snow  was  a  quan- 
tity of  blsculta  and  tobacco  laid  out 
for  drying.  They  had  been  dropped 
by  the  Maddalena  plane,  but  had 
fallen  Into  salt  water.  They  had  to 
be  dried  before  they  eould  ba  Mad.

Oeneral  Nobile  was  lilted  Into  the 
niarhin-  and  put  Into  the  rear  seat 
with  great  dilllculty.

Kiven  me  bofoie  my  departure  Irom 
.Sweden  It  tasted  doubly  good  and 
I  felt  In  good  form  for  those  exciting 
(>econds  which  were  soon  to'eoma— 
the  start  from  the  floe. 

.START  AT  MIL»i\I(iIIT 
It  v  ny  ineclscly  12  o'clock  at  night. 
Everything  was  ready  for  the  take- 
off. Tlic  last  goodbye  had  been  ex- 
changed. Oeneral  Nobile  and  Schy- 
berg ware  In  their  places  in  the  rear, 
whan  tha  dog.  Tltina,  taking  every- 
thlng  as  a  matter  of  course,  had 
made  Itsdf  comfortable. 

Was  I  to  succeed  in  getting  up 
with  two  passengers  from  *k1e  un- 
even 'leld? 

The  motor  puiTed  and  the  Fokker 
gilded  with  increasing  .speed  over  tlie 
deeply  snow-covered  Ice  floe  We 
sped  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  pack 
ice  walls  The  excitement  was  In- 
tense.

Bran  is-  often  recom- 
mended for  this  purpose,  but  tpere

found  in  ordinary  cormneal. 

Oraen  com  is  listed  as  a  starchy  I 
food,  but  when  young  the  starch 
seldom  resches  a  peroentage  of  one-  ' 
fifth  of  the  total  bulk.  Whole  com- 
mesl  Is  sixty-eight  per*  cent  starch 
while  green  corn  Is  something  under 
tj»enty  per  cent  starch,  giving  us  I 
a  carbohydrate  food  which  is  very  ' 
palatable  and  yrt  docs  not  burrlen 
the  system  with  excesses  of  starch.
